U.S. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE -- THE NATION'S LARGEST BUSINESS 
ORGANIZATION. THE CHAMBER HEARD PRESIDENT FORD AND FORMER 
AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN EXPRESS SIMILAR THOUGHTS IN DESCRIBING 
THE NATION'S ECONOMIC CHOICES IN THE YEARS AHEAD. 

IT 1S NOT SURPRISING THAT THE PRESIDENT AND MISTER 
MOYNIHAN CONCENTRATED ON ECONOMIC ISSUES. THEY SPOKE TO A 
BUSINESS GROUP. AND BESIDES, PUBLIC OPINION POLLS SHOW THAT 
ONS ae AND JOBS ARE THE PRINCIPLE NATIONAL ISSUES 
IN THIS U.S. PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION YEAR. 

HOWEVER, IT IS PERHAPS PARADOXICAL THAT ACADEMICIAN 
MOYNIHAN, A POLITICAL LIBERAL, AND PRESIDENT FORD, A CONSER- 
VATIVE, SHARE SOMEWHAT SIMILAR VIEWS ON THE NATIONAL BUDGET, 
EMPLOYMENT AND THE EXTENT OF GOVERNMENT PARTICIPATION IN 
THE U.S. ECONOMY. 

PRESIDENT FORD SAYS CREATION OF AN ECONOMIC CLINATE IN 
WHICH EVERY AMERICAN WHO WANTS TO WORK HAS A GOOD JOB 
IS ONE OF HIS PRIMARY CONCERNS, MISTER MOYNIHAN SAYS THAT 


WORK FOR ALL PERSONS WHO WANT TO WORK IS AN ABSOLUTE 
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ESSENTIAL. BOTH TiEN DEPLORE THE HIGHER UNEMPLOYMENT RATE 
AMONG YOUNGER WORKERS. 

IN ANOTHER ECONOMIC SECTOR -- THE NATIONAL BUDGET -~- 
PRESIDENT FORD AND MISTER MOYMIHAN BOTH ADVOCATE LESS 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT SPENDING. MISTER FORD DIRECTLY CHALLENGES 
THE CONGRESS TO IMPOSE FISCAL LIMITS ON SPENDING -- TO 
KEEP THE BUDGET WITHIt! THE LIMITS HE RECOMMENDS. MISTER 
MOYNIHAN, TAKING A MORE OBLIQUE APPROACH, 

OFFERS THIS FACT ON THE GROWTH OF GOVERNMENT SPENDING: IN 
NINETEEN~SIXTY-FOUR, WHILE MISTER MOYNIHAN WAS SERVING IN 
PRESIDENT JOHNSON'S ADMINISTRATION, THE PRESIDENT WAS 
TRYING TO KEEP THE FEDERAL BUDGET AT ONE-HUNDRED THOUSAND 
MILLION DOLLARS. TODAY, MISTER MOYNIHAN POINTS OUT, JUST 
TWELVE YEARS LATER, PRESIDENT FORO IS TRYING TO RESTRAIN 
FEDERAL SPENDING TO UNDER FOUR-HUNDRED-THOUSAND MILLION 
DOLLARS, MISTER MOYNIHAN ASKS THE BUSINESS LEADERS -- 

AND THE COUNTRY -- TO CONSIDER THE IMPLICATIONS. 

ON THE ROLE OF GOVERNMENT IN THE U.S. ECONOMY, 
PRESIDENT FORD CONTINUED HIS THEME THAT AMERICANS MUST

PARAPHRASING THESE ECONOMISTS, PATRICK MOYNIHAN SAYS 

THERE IS A TIME AND PLACE FOR GOVERNMENT IN THE AFFAIRS OF 
PEOPLE, AND EMPLOYMENT IS NOT NECESSARILY THE BEST 

FUNCTION OF GOVERNMENT. 
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
